The late January massive ice storm caused the largest power outages in Kentucky 
history. Licking Valley RECC serves 18,000 members in eight counties and 16,000 
were left in the dark, some for as long as 18 days. The magnitude of damage caused by 
freezing rain and sleet was simply unbelievable. Then when power was restored for 
almost everyone the wind storm came February 11th and many were again without 
power. 

We estimate nearly 180 broken poles, dozens of transformers and several hundred 
miles of power line were damaged or destroyed at the hands of Mother Nature. The 
repair costs will run into the millions. 

On behalf of the Licking Valley RECC Board of Directors, I want to thank those 
individuals and businesses that helped us during the power restoration process. I am 
humbled by the number of caring people who came to our aid. I am convinced that 
there is no greater earthly power than the brotherhood of people helping people. 

First and foremost I commend Licking Valley RECC members for your patience 
and endurance while we worked day and night to restore power. Words cannot express 
my gratitude and appreciation on the way you handled this emergency situation. It 
took a team effort to deal with this crisis, and I thank you for your trust and support, 
and the privilege of serving you. 

Licking Valley RECC received help from Energy United EMC, from Statesville, 
North Carolina, Blue Ridge EMC from Lenore, North Carolina, Dobson Power Line 
Construction from Nicholasville, Kentucky and W. A. Kendall & Company from 
Lawrenceville, Georgia. United Utility Supply, East Kentucky Power Cooperative, 
Fleming Mason Energy, Grayson RECC, and Blue Grass Energy in Kentucky also 
came to our aid with supplies and support. Altogether, more than 85 men from these 
companies helped restore power. 

Licking Valley RECC employs 44 hard-working, dedicated employees. From line 
workers, to dispatchers, to office services personnel, to those who prepared food for 
the line workers, they all pitched in and worked together. Your co-op employees did an 
excellent job during the restoration process, and I truly appreciate their commitment to 
the co-op and its members. Appreciation is extended to our dedicated employees’ fami- 
lies for your understanding, support and help in this time of need. 

A special thanks to those who prepared and sent food, donated services and made 
special arrangements for Licking Valley RECC workers. Bulldozers and tractors that 
were used to help pull poles, build roads and pull our trucks out of the mud were very 
helpful. Again, working together with our contractors, our local farmers and our mem- 
bers, we overcame these obstacles. 

Communications is a vital part of any emergency plan. Admittedly, there are some 
lessons to be learned from this storm. We received thousands of phone calls through- 
out this 18 day time span. Sadly, we could not answer all of them. We will continue to 
examine innovative ways to communicate with you during a crisis. 

Again, I ask for your help with the identification of those individual(s) that vandal- 
ized three breakers along KY 134 in Morgan County at Adele. If you have any infor- 
mation pertaining to this please contact Kerry K. Howard or Larry R. Easterling at 
Licking Valley RECC. 

The hardship caused by this storm is immeasurable. Once again, my sincere grati- 
tude is extended to everyone who helped in some way during this massive power 
outage. 

As our spirits mend, let’s all hope that Mother Nature stays calm for a very, very 
long time.

USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Administrator Teresa 
Lasseter has announced that the 
sign-up period for the 2005-2007 
Crop Disaster Program (CDP) 
will end February 27, 2009. 
Sign-up for Quality losses under 
CDP began June 23, 2008, and 
sign-up for Quantity losses be- 
gan October 15, 2007. 

The CDP provides benefits to 
farmers who suffered losses to 
their 2005-2007 crops from natu- 
ral disasters and related condi- 
tions. Producers who incurred 
qualifying quantity or quality 
losses in 2005, 2006 or 2007 may 
receive benefits for only one of 
these years. However, producers 
may apply for benefits for losses 
to multiple crops as long as the 
losses occurred in the same crop 
year. 

The ending date of Feb. 27 
applies to the receipt of a signed 
and completed FSA- 840 applica- 
tion along with all supporting 
documentation and required 
forms at the applicable county 
FSA office. Sign-up information 
and required forms are available 
at each county FSA office. Late 
filed applications will not be ap- 
proved after the Feb. 27 deadline.

Fruit tree pruning 
demonstration is

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Morgan Co. veteran Hilda Alfrey 
shares her story of military service 



In July 1960, a very deter- 
mined young woman from 
Nelson County, Ky., named 
Hilda Phillips was accepted into 
the United States Marine Corps 
at the age of 20. 

She was stationed at Parris 
Island, S.C., in what was, at that 
time, Woman Marine (WM) Bat- 
talion. Her assignment was to 
Headquarter, G-4 Section, which 
was Logistics. Her responsibili- 
ties included handling all the bil- 
leting of the troops, recruit and 
permanent personnel. She 
handled locating and keeping 
track of all water and food sup- 
plies as well. 

This type of service was typi- 
cal of women in the military at 
that time. In a recent interview, 
Mrs. Hilda Phillips Alfrey re- 
ported that during her enlistment, 
women could not go to the front 
line of Fleet Marine Force (FMF) 
like they do today. They were 
primarily used to take over a 
man’s job at home to release the 
man for further duty. 

“Guess I’m showing my age, 
but I don’t believe women should 
be in the front line in battle along 
with the men,” Mrs. Alfrey said. 
“I am proud of the women of all 
branches of the service today. 
They are doing a very big job, as 
are our men. All of them need our 
full support always!” 

While in the Marine Corps, 
Miss Phillips met Doug Alfrey, 
a fellow Marine from Menifee 
County. They dated only three or 
four times before they were mar- 
ried. Two weeks later, Mr. Alfrey 
was sent to Japan for 18 months. 

“That sure makes for a first 
year of no fighting and makes for 
a very happy second year,” 
Alfrey recalled. 

She and her husband cel- 
ebrated their 46th wedding an- 
niversary just days before 
Doug’s death in June 2008. 

In October 1962, Mrs. Alfrey 
was scheduled to be discharged, 
but then plans changed. Her dis- 
charge was postponed due to the 
Blockade of Cuba during the 
Kennedy Administration. Alfrey 
was designated “key personnel”

and was “frozen” to her base 
from October until late Decem- 
ber 1962, when she received her 
honorable discharge. 

Alfrey said the time from 
October to December “was a 
scary memory,” but she admits 
there were some pleasant memo- 
ries of her time in South Caro- 
lina as well. Having the beach so 
near and some of the best sea- 
food were two perks that she re- 
members fondly. 

Upon returning to Morgan 
County in the late 1960s, Hilda 
went back to work. She worked 
for Dr. C.C. Smith, and through 
him, she met his wife, Jewell. 
Mrs. Alfrey thought Jewell 
Smith was a wonderful person 
whom she admired for her devo- 
tion to the veterans of Morgan 
County. 

Hilda was very proud to have 
been sponsored as a Charter 
member of the Memorial for 
Women in Military Service lo- 
cate in Washington, D.C. Spear- 
headed by Mrs. Smith, the Mor- 



gan County Woman’s Club spon- 
sored 10 area female veterans for 
registry in the memorial in our 
nation’s capital. 

Mrs. Alfrey was recognized 
by her church’s Women’s Circle 
by the purchase of a brick in her 
honor to be placed at the Women 
in Military Memorial, which is 
to be located in West Liberty at 
the Kiwanis Treadway Park. She 
then purchased a brick in her 
husband’s memory to be placed 
in the walkway near hers. 

Anyone may purchase a brick 
to be engraved with the name of 
ANY veteran of any branch of 
service. This is not limited to 
women veterans or to the veter- 
ans of Morgan County. To pur-

velopment. 

In addition to assisting with 
the establishment of leadership 
development programs in more 
than 300 counties, Dr. Grisham 
has done community develop- 
ment work in more than 30 states 
and two Canadian provinces. 

Dr. Grisham is currently in- 
volved in a national Kettering 
Foundation project studying ex- 
traordinary communities. The 
data will be used to produce a 
monograph for the funding 
agency that will be published in 
the next two years. 

Following Pennington’s intro- 
duction, Dr. Grisham took the 
floor to discuss the transitions of 
ordinary localities to extraordi- 
nary communities. 

“I know this is a good com- 
munity that people care about,” 
Dr. Grisham said. “I am very fa- 
miliar with Eastern Kentucky, 
and I have a deep love and ap- 
preciation of this area. I’m not 
going to tell you what to do, but 
I am very interested in trying to 
raise the quality of life in com- 
munities.” 

According to Dr. Grisham’s 
innovative Community Develop- 
ment Model, the community 
building process begins with 
people who seek self-improve- 
ment. 

“Everything begins with cata- 
lysts,” Dr. Grisham said. “Cata- 
lysts work on themselves first, 
not the community. Community 
development isn’t rocket science, 
but you’ve got to know what 
you’re doing - and that means in- 
volving the ‘right’ people.” 

Dr. Grisham noted that people 
involved in community develop- 
ment projects should possess the 
following attributes: 

• They must be passionate 
about an improved community. 

• They must be willing to im- 
prove themselves. 

• They must be focused on an 
improved region to build a core 
of concurrent partners. 

• They must be trustworthy. 

• They must understand them- 
selves. 

• They must understand their 
community and region. 

• They must understand the 
larger environment. 

A key component of under- 
standing the larger environment 
is creating a “knowledge-based” 
economy as manufacturing jobs 
continue to wane. 

“A community’s strategic 
plans must deal with its eco- 
nomic base,” Dr. Grisham said. 
“Most of the jobs available today 
are in the tech-based ‘knowledge’ 
industry, and require constant 
training. Communities must take 
advantage of technology to build 
their tax bases.” 

Before adjournment, Dr. 
Grisham facilitated several com- 
munity building exercises requir- 
ing extensive group discussion 
from forum participants. 

“I can see that you have the 
‘right’ people working together 
in Morgan County,” Dr. Grisham 
said. “I have heard your ideas, 
and I know that you’ve got the 
power in your own community 
to get things done. Never doubt 
that concerned citizens can 
change the world.” 

Progress And Goals 

During a Feb. 20 interview, 
Chamber of Commerce President 
Hank Allen said the objective of 
the New Cities program is to so- 
licit input from local citizens to 
shape Morgan County’s eco- 
nomic future. 

“I believe the first two New 
Cities forums were very success- 
ful,” Allen said. “We have iden- 
tified the county’s assets and re- 
sources, and discussed what we 
can improve. Dr. Grisham is a 
premiere community develop- 
ment strategist whose ideas can 
put us in a better position to take 
control of our future.” 

Allen also noted that New Cit- 
ies program participants seek to 
achieve several specific short- 
term and long-term goals to be 
discussed as the workshop series 
continues. 

Upcoming events include a 
forum for young adults ages 20- 
early 30s, the date of which is to 
be announced. In the following 
is a list of additional scheduled 
events:

tional costs. 

McKenzie noted that the 
Kiwanis Club requested more 
than the customary $2,000 from 
the council because of increased 
operating costs and mechanical 
failures that occurred last sum- 
mer. 

“Last year, we spent $3,251 
extra on the pool from Kiwanis 
funds,” McKenzie said. “It costs 
more to run the pool each year, 
and the main pump at the facility 
needs to be replaced. We would 
like to make up for our extra ex- 
penses so we can start even this 
year.” 

Councilwoman Belinda Jor- 
dan, who serves as pool manager, 
said the facility provides afford- 
able activities for children and 
families. 

“I believe the pool is a worthy 
cause,” Jordan said. “It is some- 
thing that is needed and is used 
by many in the county. Operation 
UNITE has also sponsored sev- 
eral free swimming nights at the 
pool, and during those times par- 
ents often attended with their chil- 
dren.” 

Jordan said that she would ab- 
stain from the vote due to her 
position at the pool after Coun- 
cilman Mark Walter made a mo- 
tion to give the Kiwanis Club at 
least $2,000. 

Walter’s motion was seconded 
and unanimously approved. 

The council also approved the 
designation of City Clerk Sally 
Barker as applicant agent for 
FEMA funds to repair ice storm 
damages totaling an estimated 
$ 200 , 000 . 

“Most of the damage was at 
the water plant,” Barker said. 
“FEMA will pay 75 percent of our 
storm expenses, and the state will 
pay 13 percent. I also plan to work 
with the state to possibly purchase 
generators for the water plant.” 

Barker also announced that 
she had made a list of possible 
projects for which the council 
could request federal stimulus 
funds. 

“I don’t know what the 
chances are of getting these 
funds,” Barker said. “This list is 
something that we can submit to 
the federal government in order 
to maybe start these projects by 
the year’s end.” 

Council members heard a de- 
partmental report from E-9 1 1 Di- 
rector John Conley, who noted 
that former Telecommunicator 
Jamie Phipps had resigned, and 
that current Telecommunicator 
Aaron Barker had completed 
training at the Police Academy in 
Richmond. 

In other departmental reports, 
Water Distribution Foreman 
Kevin Cantrell recognized water 
department employees who re- 
paired several moderate water 
breaks during the past month.

McCowan continues winning 
ways at Transy vania University 



Former Cougar star has Transy 
in championship contention

It seems like only yesterday that Blake 
McCowan helped lead Morgan County to its first 
ever 16th region championship. Just two years 
later, the Cougar center scored his 1 ,000th career 
point and signed to play basketball at Transylvania 
University. 

Fast forward to present-day Lexington. Now 
as a college junior, McCowan is just as critical to 
Transy’s success as he was to the Cougars’. He 
has started 20 of 24 games, averaging nearly eight 
points contest. He’s second on the team in re- 
bounds (six per game) and free- throw percentage 
(79.5 percent), while being tied for the lead in 
blocked shots (14). 

But more importantly, McCowan ’s team has 
just clinched the number one seed in the Heart- 
land Conference tournament. The Pioneers will 
take a 19-5 overall record (13-3) in (HCAC) into 
post-season play and will host the post-season tour- 
ney this Friday and Saturday at Beck Center. 

“It’s like I’m back at Morgan County again,” 
McCowan said on Tuesday. “Winning in high 
school and college is much the same. You’re sur- 
rounded by good players and playing well at the 
right time. I’m excited about our team.” 

And Transylvania Coach Brian Lane is excited 
about McCowan. Much of the Pioneers’ offense 
is structured around McCowan and fellow post- 
player Joey Verax. The players lead the team in 
field goal percentage (Verax, 55 percent; 
McCowan, 53 percent) and regularly draw the 
defense to free-up Transy’s perimeter shooters. 

“Blake has turned into a very special player,” 
Lane said. “His work ethic is tremendous. Blake 
hates to lose and will give you his best effort ev- 
ery time he takes the court. He’s been a difference

maker for our team.” 

During McCowan’ s high school career, the 
Cougars averaged 25 wins per year, including two 
district and the coveted regional title. The Transy 
forward admits his high school coach prepared him 
well for the rigors of college basketball. 

“Coach (Matthew) Perry had me ready to play 
at this level,” McCowan said. “Coach Perry was 
much more intense and in your face than Coach 
Lane. But it’s been good because it’s allowed me 
to see a different approach to coaching. It’s differ- 
ent styles, but the end result of winning is the 
same.”

We have depended on coal and 
miners for many decades, we 
should be honoring and protect- 
ing them, not leaving them “be- 
side the road”.
